“Unfortunately for Russia 
and the world, our supreme 
power was in the hands of a 
weak and strange man —Nich- 
olas Tf,” said Kerensky 

According to him, his demo- 
cratic yovernment came into 
power over an almost com- 
pletely destroyed country of 
160 million inhabitants includ- 
ing 30 millions as mobilized 
soldiers. “The democratic pgov- 
ernment in Russia continued 
the war not only for Russia, 
but for the interest of the 
world,” explained Kerensky. 
This, he said, was his main 
difficulty 

In this siluation of war, eco- 
nomic pressures, internal dis- 
organization and starting revo- 
lution, his gvovernment started 
(and here shows the unrealis- 
tice idealism of its leaders) an 
agrarian reform movement

pression of rights for the work- 
ing class. 

“This program was support- 
ed by the majority of the pop- 
ulation But the war is the 
war...” Kerensky said. 

“We were attacked from two 
sides—on one side, Lenin and 
his collaborators, who were 
supported by Germany, and on 
the other side, the generals and 
officers who were still suppor' 
ing the old monarchy.” 

At length, Russia fell under 
the “totalitarian,  terroristic 
communistic government,” 
which has stayed there for al- 
most 50 years, said Kerensky. 

He contended strongly that 
the democratic attempt in Rus- 
sia was not spoiled because of 
the inability of Russian people 
to live in freedom, as many 
European statesmen and intel- 
lectuals have asserted since the 
revolution. 

Throughout centuries, Rus- 
sian people have strived to re- 
tain the freedom they had at 
the very beginning of their 
history. Before the advent of 
the absolute monarchy, they 
governed themselves through 
the popular “veche’s.” 

The Russian revolution was 
the start of a chain reaction, 
thus, “In 1938, before the 2nd 
World War, all continental 
Europe except Scandinavia and 
France was under different to- 
talitarian dictators and semi- 
dictators,” expressed the ex- 
premier. 

In the concitusion of his ad- 
dress, Kerensky tried to con- 
vey a message of faith and ap- 
peal against the possibility of 
a third world war. “I believe 
in some kind of super-reason 
of mankind, I believe that in 
the most critical moment there 
will be some miracle hog 
which would avoid this war, he 
said. 

During the long period of 
questions and answers follow- 
ing, Kerensky had to explain 
some particular aspects of his 
government, recent Russian 
history and possible trends for 
the future. “I am not a proph- 
et... but I know that a change

in the Russian government, in 
five or 50 years, is inevitable. 
It wiil come because the de- 
sire to be free, to be guaran- 
teed life and possibility to de- 
velop your individual interests 
is profoundly implanted in 
every human being.” 

Kerensky cited several cases 
in the fight of Russian people 
for freedom, like the case of 
authors under trial in Mos- 
cow and the youth manifesta- 
tions Ted by the son of the 
poet, Yesenin, who after this 
was denied his profesorship of 
literature at the University of 
Moscow. “The restoration of 
freedom in Russia is important 
for all the world, for you— 
people here.” 

Kerensky related how, after 
the overthrow of his govern- 
ment, between Nov. 17 and 
June 18, he lived underground 
and later escaped through 
Murmansk, on the Arctic 
Ocean, disguised as “demili- 
tarized Serbian officer.” 

“I had 2 beard, mustaches, 
long hair—like the Beatniks— 
and dark spectacies. I was like 
the type of Russian nihilist of 
mid-19th century.” 

“It was very interesting and 
dangerous. My best memory 
is that during all this period I 
was never betrayed,” Kerensky 
rememorated. 

The old ex-premicr ex- 
pressed his satisfaction with

the reception he received at 
Ssc. “It is very friendly,” he 
said 

Asked about his relations 
with Russian emigrants, he 
said that the “white emigrants 
(the ones that left Russia im- 
mediately after the Revolu- 
tion) hate me, here and in Eu- 
rope— they are incurable, the 
monarchists. The new emi- 
grants (the ones who left Rus- 
sia during World War I1) treat 
me very well.” 

Kerensky lives in the United 
States as a “permanent visi- 
tor.” His residence is in Stan- 
ford, although, as he said, he 
spends most of his time in New 
York cr traveling to Europe.

Ellis Speaks On Catholicism-- 
Historical Perspective In 1966 


Reverend John Tracy Eliis 
will speak to the Newman 
Forum on Friday in the New- 
man Center at 8 p.m. 

Monsignor Ellis is professor 
of Church History at the Uni- 
versity of San Francisco and 
is an editor, author and lec- 
turer. His topic will be Amer- 
ican Catholicism in 1966: A 
Historical Perspective. 

Ordained to the priesthood 
in 1933, Monsignor Ellis was 
until 1963 a member of the 
history department at the 
Catholic University of Amer- 
ica, Washington, DC, where he 
received his Ph.D. degree. 

During these years he lec- 
tured and taught at many 
universities here and abrvad, 
including a year at Dominican 
College of San Rafael. He was 
managing editor of the Cath- 


olic Historical Review for 
twenty years and is the auth- 
or of over a dozen books on 
Church history and the Pap- 
acy. 

Monsignor Ellis came to the 
faculty of the University of 
San Francisco in 1964. Last 
year he served as a member 
of the board of governors of 
the Center for Research and 
Education in American Liber- 
ties at Columbia University. 

This is the third of a series 
of six lectures on Perspec- 
tives: 1966 presented for the 
public by the Newman Forum 
in its spring program. The 


cost of the lecture is $1, with 
students admitted without 
charge. There will be a coffee- 
break and question period fol- 
lowing the discussion.

Of FWC Year With 
2 Weekend Wins 


Although it came a wee bit 
late, the Hornet firepower 
ripped off 203 points during 
the weekend to subdue a pair 
of bay area Far Western Con- 
ference opponents 

The Hornets outscored SF 
State 106-93 Friday night, then 
crushed Cal State 97-66 Satur- 
day night in the season finale 

Ev Shelton's boys finished 
the year with a 10-16 overall 
mark, the same as last season 
However, they produced a 6-6 
FWC record, best effort in four 
years 

The 106 points in the Friday 
night victory over the Gators 
marked the fifth time this year 
the Hornets have surpassed the

Lynn Livie again paced the 
Saturday victory over the Hay- 
ward cleven, netting 43 points 
Hie hit over 55 per cent from 
the floor, and connected on all 
13 free throws It gave him 
112) points in three yvames 
aganist Cal State this year, an 
average of over 37 per game 

Syas added 18 tallies and 
teamed with Dick Palmer to 
crase any rebounding advan- 
taze the Pioneers might have 
with 6-foot-6 John Langen- 
heim leading the way But 
Langenheim fell victim to 
carly foul trouble, and the 
Pioneers were severcly ham- 
pered on the boards without 
him in the lineup. 

SSC broke open the affair 
after cight minutes had 
clapsed, and built up a 32-19 
lead which was never threat- 
ened 

Pioncer yuard Dick Drake, 
a big thorn in the side of the 
Ilornets all year, was held 
seoreless.
